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Note. — The Commissioners of National Education do not recognize National Schools 
as Roman Catholic or Non-Catholic, as all National Schools midst be open to pupils of 
all religious denominations (Rule 21). For the purposes of this Return schools attended 
solely by Roman Catholic pupils and having Roman Catholic Teachers are included under 
the heading “ Roman Catholic Schools,” and schools attended solely by Non-Roman 
Catholic pupils with Non-Roman Catholic Teachers are included under tiie heading “ Non- 
Catholic Schools.” 


Convent and Monastery Schools paid by Capitation are Roman Catholic Schools, 
but are not included in this Return, as the Teachers are not paid personal salaries. 

Under the term “ Salaries ” or “ Salaries and Emoluments ” are included Grade 
Salaries, Residual Capitation Grant, and special Augmentation Grant. Emoluments to 
Teachers of Evening Schools, fees foi Extra Branches taught outside School hours, 
and payments to teachers from local sources are excluded.
